Anſw. 1. That this. Allegation is net true, for that all Leather of our 
rowth and all that came from Spain, Turkey, Ireland, Norway, Ruſſia, and 
ſeveral other parts was converted into made wares, {ome hundred of Years betore 


Tranſportation was obtained. 
Objef. 2. That whereas it was affirmed, that if an a for Tranſportation was not 


obtained they muſt bury their Hides. 

Anſw. 2, Now it manifeſtly appears toall dealers in Leather, and all other Perſons 

that will enquire the price of Raw Hides, and ſearch the Regiſter at Leaden-Hall, Lon- 
don, it will evidently appear, fince the Expiration of this Act, That Raw Hides and 
Tan'd, have advanc'd four ſhillings in a Hide, and ſo have continued ever fince the 
diſmiſſion of the late Bill; which we humbly conceiye is very conſiderable and abſo- 
lutely contradictory to their falſe ſuggeſtions. And theſe our affertions being true, that 
Leather bears and hath born a better price in the time of its Prohibition, than in its 
time of Exportation,that then we ſhall humbly ſubmit it to your Honours great Wifdoms, 
whether it be not a very good Argument for the diſmiſſing this Bill. 
; Thirdly, That ſince the Expiration of that Act, all that deal in Leather, have found 
our Tan'd Leather much better Tan'd, and in all that fad ſeven years there was ſcarce 
any good Tan'd Leather to be bought, to the extream prejudice, loſs and danger of all 
his Majeſties poorer ſort of Subjects, and to all in general. "al 

Fourthly, That upon ſearch made at Leaden-Hall, London, before this Act, in the 
Regiſter it did appear, that Leather did bear a better price than it did in thetime of 
Tranſportation, and that we have had not onely this time fince the Exportation of it3 
but the experience of ages before, to confirm our Reaſons alleadged againli it; and there- 
fore humbly pray that our Reaſons may be weighed and former experience conſidered, 
and the poor Manufaftors minded, that, if the poors work be taken from them, how 
they ſhall be able to ſubſiſt. 
 Fifthly, That in this Bill chat is carrying on, all have a liberty to tranſport, and un- 
der the pretence of ſelling only that they cannot tranſport, is intended liberty for all 
money'd perſons, ( as a great many already have done ) ingrofling the greateſi part of 
Tan'd Leather, out of the Tanners hand, buying it in their Yards, where it will be neither 
Scarched nor Scaled, and then the Manufactors forced to come to them for it 3 and the - 
good old way of Markets endanger'd to be loſt 3 as we find them now already very much 
impared to the great detriment of the publick and manifeſt Lofles to the dealers therein. 

Sixthly, That how many ſoever are the Ingroflers thereof, they do no ways tend to 
the advancing the commodity, for *tis only the conſumption of the Commodities that 
tends to the advance thereof, there being nothing more conſumed by their ingroſſing 
but a private gain to themſelves, which will be principally extra&ted out of the poor, 
contrary to the good old Laws and the conſtant care of former Parliaments, for the pre- 
{ervation of the poor. 

Seventhly, It is humbly conceived, that none are like to be gainers by ſuch an Ad 
but ſome few of London, Briſtol, and French Merchants, whom we havealwaies found to 
be the grand Promoters of this Bill. 

The Premifles conſidered with much more that might be ſaid we do hope your Ho- 
nours will ſce cauſe to diſmiſs this Bill, which will be to the Encouragement of many
